If it is not elim inated, this dif­ 
ficulty could m ake the 72-foot-tall 
rocket wobble in flight and cause 
it to break up. 
The experts w’ere optim istic that 
they would have this trouble work­ 
ed out. 
Builders of the third-stage rock­ 
et — the rocket that actually will 
propel the V anguard satellite into 
an orbit and itself becom e a satel­ 
lite — showed up for launching 
preparations and expressed confi­ 
dence that if the first two rocket 
stages work perfectly theirs will 
too. 
Charles E. B artley of Redlands, 
Calif., president of G rand C entral 
Rocket Co., told a reporter: “ Our 
rockets already have gone higher 
than 
any others. We hope that 
this week we can claim a second 
record.” 
W ilbur G. H artzell. the com pa­ 
ny’s progress m anager, added that 
there have been m any successful 
static firings of prototype or ex­ 
perim ental models, of the G rand 
Central third-stage rocket, and no 
failures. 
He pointed out that G rand Cen­ 
tral rockets powered the final two 
stages of the Air Force project 
F arside, the balloon-launched rock­ 
et vehicle 
which is believed t o 
have reached an altitude of more 
than 4.000 m iles. 
While the satellite itself is so 
sm all it m ay not be visible, and 
m ay be tracked only by the radio 
signals it broadcasts, the third- 
stage shell is painted white and 
should be visible at dawn a n d 
dusk. It will be about five feet 
long.

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Plan Dawn Launching 
Of First U.S. Satellite 


Experts Are Optimistic 
Tiny Sphere Will be 
Sent 1,200 Miles High 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fin. IAH - 
Engineers worked at top speed to­ 
day to prepare America’s first 
■pace satellite for launching at 
dawn tomorrow or soon thereafter. 
They apparently remedied one 
last-minute problem, the malfunc­ 
tioning of ground support equip­ 
ment designed to cool some of the 
fuel before it was pumped into the 
rocket. A valve was replaced. 
They also labored to eliminate 
noise interference in the crucial 
second stage of the three-stage 
vehicle 
which 
will 
attem pt 
to 
place a (Pi-inch ball into an orbit 
300 to 1.200 miles above the earth. 
If it is not eliminated, this dif­ 
ficulty could make the 72-foot-ta ll 
rocket tvobble in flight and cause 
it to break up. 
The experts were optimistic that 
they would have this trouble work­ 
ed out. 
Builders of the third-stage rock­ 
et — the rocket that actually will 
propel the Vanguard satellite into 
an orbit and itself become a satel­ 
lite — showed up for launching 
preparations and expressed confi­ 
dence that if the first two rocket 
stages work fierfectly theirs will 
too. 
Charles E. Bartley of Redlands. 
Calif., president of Grand Central 
Rocket Co., told a reporter: “ Our 
rockets already have gone higher 
than 
any others. We hope that 
this week we can claim a second 
record.’* 
Wilbur G. Hartzell, the compa­ 
ny's progress manager, added that 
there have been many successful 
static firings of prototype or ex­ 
perim ental models, of the Grand 
Central third-stage rocket, and no 
failures. 
He pointed out that Grand Cen­ 
tral rockets powered the final two 
stages of the Air Force project 
Farside, the balloon-launched rock­ 
et vehicle which is believed t o 
have reached an altitude of more 
than 4,000 miles. * 
While the satellite itself is so 
small it may not be visible, and 
may be tracked only by the radio 
signals it broadcasts, the third- 
stage shell is painted white and 
should be visible at dawn a n d 
dusk. It will be about five feet 
long.

The new plan calls for intensive 
review of cases where “Aid to De­ 
pendent Children” (ADC* is in­ 
volved. and of which there are 
7,500 listed on Welfare Depart­ 
ment rolls. The average ADC grant 
is $56 a month. 
A side effect of the new policy 
will be “perhaps a considerable 
number of ADC cases closed,” said 
Welfare Commissioner Carl Ad­ 
ams. 
Calls For Denial 
Briefly stated, the new policy 
call* for denial of ADC 
grants 
where home conditions for children 
are not improved after warning? 
from welfare officials. However. 
cases will be closed only after ef­ 
forts are made to improve condi­ 
tions, said the commissioner. 
And in case* where ADC grants 


arc cut off, th** children affected 
will in turn be aided or placed in 
other homes by the child welfare 
division of the Welfare 
Depart­ 
ment, he added 
The new policy, based on a 1957 
Act 
of 
which 
Representative 
Charles Roscopf of Phillip? Coun­ 
ty was one of the sponsors, went 
into effect Nov. I. 
One of the goals of the new pol 
icy is to try to discourage illegiti* 
macy among irresponsible parent*. 
the department said. 
“This gives us a legal basis for 
doing some social cate work that 
we never had before,” was the 
way one department official ex­ 
plained it 
Most of the ADC cases arr lo­ 
cated in F.a-t Arkansas, and there- 
fore the new program will be' ap­ 
plicable largely to that section of 
the state, the spokesman added 
Take Court Action 
The new program and law which 
has been approved by Federal wel­ 
fare officials will give the Welfare 
Department authoritv to take court 
action if necessary against parents 
who are neglecting children. 
Tile denial of ADC aid will be 
institut'd only after counseling and 
advisory services toward improv­ 
ing home conditions have failed, 
the welfare commissioner said. 
The 1957 Act provide* that any 
applicant who maintains a home 
which doe* not meet the standards 
of decency and .suitability as de- 
fined hereinafter shall be consid­ 
ered ineligible for aid to depend­ 
ent children. A suitable home is 
defined as one “ wherein 
food, 
clothing, shelter and a moral at­ 
mosphere in conformance with the 
accepted standards of the rom- 
munity are provided for a child of 
children.” 
A department spokesman 
said 
there had been frequent complaints 
about ATX’ aid, and that the new 
law and attendant policy was des­ 
igned to “tighten up” on the phase 
of the state’s welfare program. 
Overall, there are about 71 OOO 
welfare eases on the rolls, but 
most of thn*e are aid lo aged. 
Other categories are aid to blind 
and aid to permanently and total­ 
ly disabled. 
Tile ADC program often 
has 
been viewed as a ‘ seasonal” pro­ 
gram, with many of its recipients 
being rut off when seasonal work 
is available to low-ineome families

May Work Hardship

Another source said the Child 
Welfare Division

had 
placed some neglected and illegi­ 
timate children la foster home*, 
and that the division would be au­ 
thorized to take over sponsorship 
of children affected under the new 
program.
